(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 21st .fan., 1962 with the intention of permanent¬ 
ly settling in India or 

(e) a person of Indian Origin wdio has migrated from 
Sri Lanka with lhe intention of permanently settling 
in India. 

(i) Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), 
(c), (d) and (e) above shall be a person in whose favour 
a certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government 
of India. 

(ii) Provided further that candidates belonging to catejto- 
ries (b), (c) and (d) above shall not be eligible for appoint¬ 
ment to the Indian Foreign Service (B) grade. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination but the offer 
of appointment may be given only after the necessary eligi¬ 
bility certificate has been issued to him by the Govt, of India.

ber, 1991, in accordance with Department of Per¬ 
sonnel & Training O. M. No. 15012/11 /90-Estt.(D) 
dated 22-11-91. 

(vii) Upto a maximum of 3 years if a candidate belongs 
to Other Backward Classes in accordance with DP&T 
O.M. No, 43013/2/95-Estl.(SCT) dated 25-1-95. 

(vii) Upto a maximum of five years to all persons who 
had ordinarily been domiciled in the Kashmir Divi¬ 
sion of the State of Jammu & Kashmir during the 
period from the 1st day of January, 1980 to the 
31st day of December, 1989 in accordance with the 
Residents of Kashmir Division of the State of 
Jammu & Kashmir (Relaxation of Upper Age Limit 
for Recruitment to Central Civil Services and Posts) 
Rules.

19. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to interfere 
with, the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of 
the service. A cand'date, who after such medical exami¬ 
nation as may be prescribed by Ihe competent authority 
is found not to satisfy these requirement will not be ap¬ 
pointed. Only such candidates as are likely to be consi¬ 
dered for appointment will be medically examined. 

20. Success at the exam',nation confers no right to ap¬ 
pointment, unless Government arc satisfied after such 
enquiry as may be considered necessary that the candidate 
having regard f o his character and antecedents is suitable 
in all respect for appointment to the Service/Post.

2. Persons recruited direct to Grade IV of the General 
Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service (B) will be on proba¬ 
tion for a period of two years during which they will under- 
o such training and pass such tests as may be prescribed 
y Government.

Note : In accordance with the Indian Foreign Service 
(Recruitment, Cadre, Seniority and Promotion) 
Rules, 1964, a limited quota is available to officers 
in Grade-I of General Cadre of Indian Foreign 
Service, Branch ‘B’ for promotion to the Senior 
Scale <jf the Indian Foieign Service in the scale 
Of pay of Rs, 3200-100-3700-125-4700. 


5. Persons appointed to Grade II of Cypher Cadre of 
Indian Foreign Service, Branch (B) will have no claim to 
be appointed to posts included in any other grade/cadre of 
Indian Foreign Service, Branch (B) or in the cadre of the 
Central Secretariat service or any other service.

(vii) Outfit Allowance as admissible from time to time 
at the time of posting abroad subject to maximum 
of eight occasions during the entire career.
